“The original idea,” said Mr. Clark, “was 
to connect with Yerkes’ cavle at Lincoln ave-

The second railway project which resembles 
the Ogden avenue scheme, inasmuch as it is 
backed by heavy property-owners and is indi- 
rectly connected with the location of manvu- 
facturing imterests, is being promoted by 
George M. Puliman. It is proposed to extend 
the short Pullman line south through ‘the 
Pullman lands to the Calamet River and west 
on One Hundred and Twenty-third or possibly 
on One Hundred and Twenty-seventh street.

ANOTHER HOTEL FOR JACKSON PARK 


A 2,000-Room Building Pianned—The Gas- 
sette Masonic Temple Stock, 

Another Jackson Park hotel building scheme 
is beingexploited. Thistime the proposed build- 
ing 18 to be erected by the owners of the land 
upon which it is to be placed. White & Cole- 
man are considering the advisability of im- 
proving 520 feet of frontage on Jackson Park 
Terrace with a six-story hotel. The land ex- 
tends from Hope avenue east to within 100 
feet of Stony Island avenue. It is directly 
opposite the frontage purchased hy L. Z. 
Leiter last winter. It is estimated to be 
worth between $200 and $300 a front foot. 
The plans for the hotel, however, are in an 
embryonic condition. W. A. Coleman aaid 
that plans had been drawn for a 2,000-room 
building, but that no estimates as to the prob- 
able cost have yet been made. It has not 
been decided whether the structure is to be of 
frame or brick construction. 

A circular has been issuel by members of 
the Masonic Temple Building committee to 
members of the Masonic order offering for 
sale the stock in the Temple held by the Gas- 
sette estate. It is stated that with this stock 
the majority of the Temple stock will be 
placed in the hands of members of the order. 
In the prospectus included in this circular. the 
annual rental of the building, estimated in 
part from leases already made, is $525,000 
Prom this is to be deducted for expenses 
$101,850 and $75,000 as 5 per cent interest on 
$1,500,000 of bonds. This estimate leaves 
$348,150 to pay an estimated 10 per cent inter- 
est on stock and $148,150 annually into a sink- 
ing fund to meet payments of bonds. 


DR. LORIMER EXPLAINS A LATE SERMON. 


He Tells of His Position Regarding Sunday 
and What He Would Have Done. 

Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 9.—[{Special,}—Dr. G. 
C. Lorimer has arrived home from his trip 
to Chicago andin reference to that much- 
talked-of sermon délivered in Chicago he 
says: ‘“‘It hardly seems necessary to me to 
notice the substance of the statements pub- 
lished regarding ny last Sunday’s discourse 
in Chicago. I shall preach the sermon next 
Sunday morning at the Temple and all who 
may be interested in the views that I hold will 
be able to form a judgment for themselves. 
I believe that all time is sacred. and all acts 
that are not morally wrong or tend to evil 
are sacred, too, In common with multitudes 
of other Christians I have held for many years 
that the old Mosaical Sabbath, especially as 
incumbered by traditional observances of the 
later Jews, was superseded by the Christian 
Sunday, which is to be observed as a day of 
rest; and, therefore, I believe in the 
suspension, so far as possible, of 
all toil. and im the importance of 
preserving the day for the best interests 
of the working people. Also that it should be 
devoted to worship, the development of 
man’s higher nature, and to rejoicing—not 
meaning by the latter term amusements, 
whether baseball or otherwise, which cer- 
tainly would neither promote nor advance the 
broader.or deeper culture of the race, but the 
indulgence of all glad feelings and emotions 
springing from our recognition uf God’s good- 
ness, both in providence and redemption. To 
go to church Sunday and be an hour religious 
for the whole week is foreign to the spirit of 
our faith and is the fruitful source of those in- 
consistencies which are so disastrous to the 
confidence of the community. It is against 
the dividing of what God has joined t&gether 
I protest. Religion should dwell! at the heart 
of the secular and every hour and in every 
place render it beautiful with holiness.”

The crowd standing around 
finally pulled the infuriated man off. Everett 
was taken to his rvom, and the report at mid- 
night is that he will die. He is bleeding in- 
ternally and his physicians have fears for him. 
Cooper is a grandson of ex-President Tyler.

UNION PACIFIC FINANCES. 


PLAN FOR CARRYING THE COMPANY'S 
FLOATING DEBT OUTLINED, 


Banks, Corporations, and Other Creditors 
te Accept Three-Year Notes at 92 Cents 


on the Dollar and Bearing 6 Per Cent 


Interest in Payment of Their Loans— 
Russell Sage and Sidney Dillon Explain 
Matters—Gould Stocks Still Drag—Other 
New York News. 

New York, Sept, 9.—[{Special.]—Some mis- 
apprehension aprears to have existed 1n finan- 
cial circles as to the planito be pursued for 
carrying the floating debt of the Union Pa- 
cific. railroad company for the next three 
years. It has been said—or at any rate sup- 
posed—that the syndicate, at the head of 


which is J, Pierpont Morgan of Drexel, Mor- 


gan & Co., would advance the money neces- 
sary to take up the loans and hold the com- 
pany’s collateral therefor, which is now held 
by the company’s creditors, and the nominal 
value of which is at least twice the amount of 
the loans. A prominent bank President, how- 
ever, said that such was not the plan of the 
syndicate. 

“The plan which is to be adopted,” said 
this bank officer, “‘ is for the various banks, 
trust companies, and other corporations and 
individuals having loans of the Union Pacific 
to agree to accept the company’s notes atth 
years at 92 cents on the dollar and bearing 6 
per cent interest in payment of said loans, 
surrendering their collaterals, which are to be 
placed in escrow with the syndicate or trustees, 
more properly speaking, of whom Mr? Morgan 
will be the chief. It is these creditors, the 
holders of loans, who are expected to sign an 
agreement to that effect, as I am informed. 
The syndicate is not to put up adollar. The 
loans aggregate about $19,000,000, but whether 
the holders of them have all agreed to sign 
the agreement I do not know. 

Collaterals to Be Sold. 


“Of course, as such of the deposited collat- 
erals appreciate in value and reach a point at 
which they can be disposed of with advantage 
to the railroad company the syndicate is to 
sell them and take up the notes issued against 
them pro rata. The banks and trust compa- 
nies having the loans may not like to tie up so 
much money for three years, but as the notes 
age to be issued at 92 and bear 6 per cent in- 
terest they will pay about 73¢ per cent, which 
is not a bad investment. In all there is about 
$14,000,000 owing to banks and trust compa- 
nies in this city and Brooklyn. One trust 
company holds $1,000,000, another $700,000, 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. will get nothing for 
their trouble except glory. The Union Pacific 
railroad company will put some clerks in their 
office to assist in the clerical work, but neither 
Mr. Morgan nor his firm will get a dollar out 
of the business.” 

This explanation of the plan for carrying the 
floating debt of the Union Pacific was con- 
firmed at the company’s office and also by 
Russell Sage. one of the directors, and by Sid- 
ney Dillon, the Presideygt of the company. It 
was further learned that the holders of three- 
quarters of the $19,000,000 of loans had agreed 
to the pian, and also that the notes so catied 
would really be in the shape of certificates or 
bonds with interest-bearing coupons attached. 
The report that a meeting was tw be held to- 
day to complete the agreement was denied. 

Mr. Sage said he could not tell exactly how 
much of the $19,000,000 floating indebtedness 
had been subscribed, but he knew that th 
fourths of it had been subscribed up to yester. 
day, and that additional subscriptions for the 
notes had been made by persons not now 
holding any loans sufficient to make up for 
those creditors who did not care to take the 
notes in paymentof their loans. Mr. Sage 
said the “notes” ‘would be engraved and 
listed on the Stock Exchange. They would 
be issued only by Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
in exchange for the securities now held 
by the creditors, at the rate of 92)¢ cents on 
the dollar. The “notes” would be signed by 
thecompany and countersigned by Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. Probably none would be is- 
sued for a less amount than $1,000; that 
might be the denomination of all of them. 
Mr. Sage added that all that remained to be 
done now was for the creditors, the holders of 
bonds, to turn in their securities and receive 
the * notes’’ in exchange therefor as soon as 
the “notes” were ready for delivery; the 
necessary agreements, etc., had ail been 
signed. 

Mr. Dillon. said that the * notes” would not 
be listed on the Stock Exchange until they 
were at par, and from the way people were 
trying to get them he did not think that would 
be long. The success of the plan, he said, 
was assured, and as fast as the “notes” 
could be got ready the -plan would go into 
effect. 


VANDERBILT STOCKS ADVANCING, 


Gould’s Favorite Securities Still Neglected 
and Heavy in Wall Street. 

New York, Sept. 9.-—/[Special.|—Stocks 
opened a fraction below last night’s prices, 
with the exception of Rock Island, which 
showed a decline of 1 per cent. After losing 
another fraction the market began to advance 
on liberal buying of the Vanderbilts, Erie, 
Reading, New England, and Union Pacific. 
The upward movement inthe Vanderbilts was 
continued, Canada Southern selling up to 5814 
after opening at 56%; Lake Shore, which lay 
dormant yesterday, rose froin 11744 to 118%; 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago, and St. Louis 
advanced from 70% to 71%, and the Nickel 
Plates and Chesapeakes also had a smart ad- 
vance, Nickel Plate first preferred was espe- 
cially strong, jumping 4 per cent at the open.

On the other hand, 
Mr. Fitzgerald’s confidential secretary said 
today that there was no cause for alarm over 
his corditon, A sister, who is a daily visitor 
at his bedside, said that the family was not 
alarmed and that his recovery was simply a 
matter of afew weeks.

SAN SALVADOR IN RUINS. 


AN EARTHQUAKE CARRIES DESTRUC- 
TION INTO THE COUNTRY. 


A Property Loss of Millions Results, but 
Comparatively Few Persons Were Killed 
~A Number of the Cities Demolished— 
Panic-Stricken Mobs Rush Out Into the 
Open Country—The Volcanoes Gave 
Warning by Their Unusual Activity. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

San Satvapor, Sept. 9.~—Millions of dollars’ 
worth of property and many lives were de- 
stroyed in this republic by earthquake today. 
Whole towns were wiped out, and so far as 
advices received here indicate hardly a city in 
the country, except those along the coast, es- 
caped the awful effects of the convulsion. 

There have been indications for several 
days past that a seismic disturbance of more 
than usual power might be expected. The 
volcanoes of San Salvador, Saw Miguel, anc 
Izalco have been unusually attive, and deep 
suterranean rumblings and slight earth 
tremors have been felt. 

Such things are not uncommon Saie, how- 
ever, and while there was a feeling of uneasi- 
a here last night there was no great alarm 

e 

At just five minutes before 2 o’clock this 
morning the earth began to shake. The wave 
had a strong Vertical and oscillatory move- 
ment, People rushed into the streets in their 
night clothing, ana while the shdck lasted 
only twenty seconds before it had passed away 


there was a panic-stricken mob making its way. 


to the open country outside of the city. 
- Running to the Open for Safety. 

The scene was terribly sublime. Men, 
women, and children were shrieking and pray- 
ing in.the streets; walls of houses cracked, 
tottered, and fell; there was a deep, continu- 


ous rumbling as of heavy thunder: the sky 


was overcast and the air was filled with a fine, 
penetrating dust. While the shock lasted the 
earth rose and fell in long waves and strong 
men were unable to keep their feet. The 
panic-stricken mob flocked to the open ground 
outside of the city; temperary shelters were 
thrown up wherever possible, but nearly all 
the men and a great many of the women and 
children had only the sky for a cover. 

All through the morning there have been 
slight shocks, but none approaching in in- 
tensity that. which had been so destructive. 

The inhabitants were afraid to return to 
their houses and are making themselves as 
confortable as possible in the temporary 
camps until the commotion subsides, 

President Ezeta is doing everything he can 
to stop the panic and care for the homeless 
people until it is considered safe for them to 
go back to their homes, 

The towns throughout the country have suf- 
fered more severely than the capital even. 
Analaquito and Comasagua were destroyed. 
Cojutepeque, Santa Trela, San Pedro, and 
Masahuet were so badly shaken that they are 
practically ruined, while the shock was plain- 
ly felt and damage was done by it at Santa 
Anna and Susimtepeque, fully sixty miles from 
here. 

The Loss of Life. 

It is impossible at this writing to form any 
idea as to the number of lives which have 
been lost. Two. people were killed here, 
though there were many almost miraculous 
eecapes from death. Itis feared, however, 
that there have been many people killed in 
the smaller towns. The loss of property will 
run well into the millions. 

This is the third time within less than forty 
years “that San Salvador has been destroyed 
by earthquake shocks. 

In April, 1854, net a single house was left 
in the city fit for habitation and over 300 lives 
were lost. The dust and débris from the fall- 
ing buildings filled up all of the wells and 
drinking places. 

Again in March, 1873, the city was shaken 
to the ground. Over $5,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty was destroyed then and upward of fifty 
lives were lost. 


ELECTIONS TO BE HELD IN CHILE. 


The Junta Decides That to Be the Easiest 
Way to Settle the Difficulty. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

VALParaAiso, Chile, Sept. 9.—Waldo Silva, 
Vice-President of the Senate; Ramon Baros 
Luco, Speaker of the House; and Jorge Montt, 
comprising the Junta de Gobierno, have held 
a meeting in conjunchon with the Senators 
whose terms of office are unexpired, and dis- 
cussed very carefully the present situation 
of affairs in Chile. Their object was to 
hit upon some plan that would restore 
peace and order to the country and to arrange 
the details of a new general election to select 
a President as successor to Balmaceda. The 
claims of Claudio Vicuna, who was recently 
reélected by the States under the control of 
Balmaceda and who is now a fugitive on a 
German warship, were, of course, ignored, 
After every one present at the cdnference had 
been allowed to freely and fully express his 
views a decision was arrived at which, it is 
confidently thought, will meet all the require- 
ments of the case. 

Public announcement was then made that it 
was the unanimous belief of the members of 
the Junta and the Senators that an election 
would be the best method to bring about the 
tranquillity that was so much desired, Ac. 
cordingly Oct. 18 next was designated as elec- 
tion day. Senators, Deputies, municipal of- 
ficers, and Presidential Electors will be voted 
for, and the balloting will be conducted in 
accordance with the laws of the country al- 
ready established. The Presidential Electors 
will meet Nov. 18 to cast their ballots for the 
Chief Magistrate. The members of Congress 
and other officers of the government will be 
installed Nov. 18 .The new President will 
take his office Dec. 26. 

Minister Egan is a very busy man at pres- 
ent. He is playing the réle of intercessor for 
mercy toward the conquered. He is using 
the strongest influence at his command upon 
prominent men in the Junta’s party in behalf 
of Balmaceda’s erstwhile supporters to pre- 
vent the confiscation of their property. It is 
very likely that his efforts will have consider- 
able weight, as there has within the last few 
days been a complete change in the attitude 
of the Junta’s people towards him. 

That the Junta is disposed to adopt a merci- 
ful course toward its late enemies is shown by 
the fact that it has officially announced that 
free departure from Chile will be permitted. 
Gen. Velasques, Balmaceda’s Minister of War, 
arrived here last night and handed in his sub- 
mission to the Junta. Chief of Police Valdi- 
visco also arrived with the same object. Col. 
Stepahngwho, with twenty-five cavalrymen 
was supposed to have gone to the Argentine 
Republic asa guerrilla, has been captured 
and brought here. His cruelty and brutality 
to the anti-Balmacedists who fell into his pow- 
er have aroused intense feeling against him. 
He will be summarily dealt with and punish- 
ment inflicted upon him within a few days. 


Refugees Landed in Peru.

DISCUSSING UNDERGROUND WIRES. 


One of the Electricians Would Delay Bury- 
ing the Currents for a Time. 

MonTrREAL, Que., Sept. 9.—[Special.]—At 
the electrical convention today a discussion 
took place on the paper of Mr. T. Carpenter 
Smith of Philadelphia read at the last conven- 
tion on-the subject of the “ Distribution and 
Care of Alternating Currents.”” Several mem- 
bers took part in the discussion. Mr. Fran- 


| cisco, Rutland, Vt., dealt at some length with 


the subject of underground wires. He de- 
clared that thoroughly sound overhead con- 
struction was the strongest argument which 
could be advanced today against companies 
being compelled to spend large sums of money 
on underground work. Those who were will- 
ing to spend the enormous sums that such 
work costs had established a right to ask that 
they be not expected to do anything in the 
way of underground work until underground 
work had been demonstrated to possess de- 
cided advantages to compensate for the in- 
creased difficulty. 

A paper on the advisability of procuring a 
central station, combining the advantages of 
both the continuous and alternating current 
systems, by Mr. H. Ward Leonard of New 
York City was discussed atlength and brought 
out the several advantages of the continuous 
and alternating systems as at present operated. 
The object of the paper, as stated by the writer, 
was to point out how to secure the desired 
end: in order to do this it will be necssary: 

1. Te supply a continuous current for the cen- 
tral portion of a town during the daytime, when 
power is required. 

2. To supply outlying districts with an alter- 
nating current during the night-time, when light 
is required. 

3. To operate the alternating system under con- 
en of light load when its inefficiency is very 

ow. 

4. To be able to supply current for lighting 
continuously throughout the twenty-four hours 
of the day. 

5. To have but one set of conductors in any con- 
sumer’s place. 

In order to meet these conditions: 

1. Wire all consumers upon the standard three- 
wire mains. 

2. Connect ail consumers upon standard three- 
wire mains. 

3% Arrange the network of mains so that the 
ceutral section of the network can be discon- 
nected from the outlying sections through the 
agency of switches. 

4. Install three wire feeders to supply the cen- 
tral portion of the systems, full, ang install 1,000- 
volt primary wires and alternating current con- 
verters with a three-wire secondary circuit to > 
ply the outlying section. full load, 

The question of how best to arrive ata 
“Uniformity in Method of Keeping Central 
Station Accounts,” was introduced by J.J 
Burleigh of the Camden, N. J., Lighting and 
Heating company. The convention adjourned 
without arriving at any definite plan. The 
delegates were driven up to Mount Royal and 
round the city during the afternoon and later 
on attended a garden party at Mrs. Molson’s.

TO MAKE PEARL BUTTONS IN CHICAGO 


Machinery for a New Industry Passes 
Through the Custom- House. 

Ignatz Zeisler, an importer at No, 221 Fifth 
avenue, yesterday had passed through the 
Custom-House all the machinery and tools 
necessary for the manufacture of pearl but- 
lons.

The wealth of Kansas has 


nearly double the general average of 48 for 
the Union. Its actual valuation is $1,392,000,- 
000 (almost 1,400 millions), being three times 
the assessed value, which is five times as great 
as that of Florida or Delaware, three times 
that of South Carolina, and double that of 
Alabama, Arkansas, or Mississippi. It is the 
second State in the Union in railroad mileage, 
and has magnificent church and schoul prop- 
erties, the value of which during the dec; 
ade increased over $12,500,000. Kansas can 
boast a greater diffusion of popular education 
and a smaller percentage of illiteracy and 
crime than any other organized community 
on the face of the globe; ana in all that per- 
tains toa strong and vigorous State the his- 
tory‘of civil society furnishes no parallel. 

The report quotes official figures from sixty 
counties of the State showing a net reduction 
of $1,500,000 in the mortgage indebtedness 
during the last three months, and indicatmg 
that for the whole State this would be a 
shrinkage of $2,250,000 in the indebtedness be- 
fore the farmers began to realize on the great 
high-priced crops of the present year. It esti- 
mates that after supplymg themselves and 
paying their annual expense bills the farmers 
of Kansas will have 104 millions as the net re- 
sult of this year’s work, some of which will 
be added to existing capital but most of it to 
the liquidation of indebtedness, And this in- 
debtedness “ wili be paid to the last penny in 
the legal currency of the country—not a coin 
clipped, not a dollar depreciated.” 

The committee avows that there is a reso- 
lute purpose ail over the State to pay as rapid- 
ly as pussible all the debts incurred during its 
period of development. “It should be un- 
derstood abroad as itis known at hoine that 
the only advocates of repudiation, either by 
intrigue or artifice, are adherents of the fiat 
fools’ party, which is fast losing ite adherents. 
Reports that are entirely trustworthy indicate 
the rapid decline and certain death of the 
Alliance as a political party, and a marked 
decrease in the vote of that party is 
gure to be recorded in November.” It ob- 
tained cuntrol of the Lower House in the last 
Legislature, but its conspicuous failure in the 
attempt at law-making filled the more sensi- 
ble members of the Alliance with chagrin and 
disgust, and they will embrace the first op- 
portunity offered to reinstate themselves in 
the Republican party. 

The committee is severe on “ the wandering 
vagabonds who have joined the Alliance for 
selfish office-getting purposes only, and try to 
make a living by the sweat of their jaws in- 
stead of honest toil.” It deserves commenda- 
tion by ali honestly disposed peopie for its 
manly exposition of the facts, and its expres- 
sion of stern resolve on the part of a large 
number of the people to repudiate the fallacies 
of the agitators who have done their worst to 
ruin the reputation of Kansas. It 1s sincerely 
to be hored that the committee tells the truth 
in its closing assurance: “The party that 
uraligns the State and dishonors iteclf is al- 
ready struck with the blight of death.’’

HOW THE RAILROADS WILL PROFIT BY 
THE FAIR. 

Many of the newspapers, particularly those 
published in New York, Boston, and St. Louis, 
contain frequent allusions to “‘ the great bene- 
fits which Chicago and its residents will de- 
rive from the World’s Fair.” They assume 
to treat it as a local matter in which the peo- 
ple of other places will have little pecuniary 
interest and derive no advantage from it, for 
which faise féeason they indulge in disparag- 
ing references to the efforts now being made 
for enlarging the available fund by means of 
a loan from the government as well as by 
subscriptions from outside. It is easy to see 
that their position is entirely a mistaken one. 

Look, fot instance, at the benefit to the 
failroads. It is fair to estimate that at least 
ten million round trips will be made by indi- 
viduals attending the Fair, from all places 
and distances, not including visitors from the 
city and its suburbs. Assuming that each 
round-tripper pays on the average $2.50 for 
his tickets, which is a very moderate allow- 
ance, there will be a total of $25,000,000 paid 
to the railroads for passenger transportation 
alone. And this is the most desirable kind of 
freight, seeing it handles itself, needs no pro- 
vision for storage room, and can compact it- 
self to suit the pressure of the occasion if 
need be, It is not subject to the regulation of 
so many pounds of freight in a car, and its 
only disadvantage is that the number of 
tons carried per vehicle is not #0 great 
as in the case of grain, or coal, or 
cattle. After making all reasonable allowance 
for cost of hauling and use of rolling stock 
theré will remain a net profit of more than 
$8,330,000, or one-third of the gross, on the 
operation. And this goes to the stockholders 
of the railroads, only about one or one and a 
half per cent of whom are residente of Chi- 
cago. The great mass of the stock is held by 
persons in other places, notably in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and other Eastern cities, 
the people of which will therefore be the great 
beneficiaries of this vast amount of disburse- 
ment by visitors to the Fair. Yet it is the 
papers published at their homes that are mak- 
ing the lying outery about Chicago being the 
only place to. be advantaged by the Fair, 
while the rest get nothing. 

In addition to this there will be an enor- 
mous amount of Exhibition freight, in the 
proper sense of the term, all paying tribute to 
the stockholders of the railroad lines that 
carry it. This will swell their net profits to 
not less than $10,000,000, all of which except 
about one and one-half per cent will go into 
the pockets of men who do not reside here 
and are in no sense of the word identified 
with Chicago any more than with any other 
city that may be on their lines of road. For 
the securing of this immense return they have 
subscribed altogether about $660,000, or bare- 
ly more thah 6 per centof the estimated net 
profit to them on the transportation of freight 
and passengers to and from the Fair. And 
even this small contribution is not donated to 
the enterprise. It is paid in for so much 
stock, which for aught they know may be re 
turned and can hardly be a total loss in any 
event. If they should fail to realize one-half 
of the bulk their donation would be less than 
8 percent of the hage profit they will draw 
from the Fair. | 
THE TEXANS SHOULD SUPPRESS MILIS. 

For the sake of the trade and commerce of 
their own State the people of Texas should 
suppress Roger Q. Mills, who has been one of 
their Representatives so long. He is and al- 
ways will remain an embodiment of the ideas 
of the old, unprogressive, unreconstructed 
Texas. With the progressive ideas of the new 
Texas he has no sympathy whatever. 

The Texans are.eager to secure closer and 
larger trade relations with Mexico, which 
borders. their big State on the west for so 
many hundred miles, They are anxious for 
reciprocity with the twelve millions of people 
of that republic. because, were it secured, 
they would be among the chief beneficiaries. 
They also want the ports of the Central and 
South American countries opened wide to 
American commerce, because they believe 
that a large share of the increased trade would 
be done over their railroad and through their 
harbor of Galveston, the entrance to which is 
being deepened by the General Government at 
great expense. The Texans are all for reci- 
procity. They believe in Mr. Blaine’s ideas, 
and there is no American who is more popular 
in Texas than he is. 

Mr. Mills, however, is dead set against reci- 
procity. He wants free trade and the unhin- 
dered admission of the competing goods of 
Europe. He cares nothing about the non- 
competing products of Mexico, though such a 
large quantity of them would pass through 
Texas, while the cheap English and continent- 
al goods he is so anxious for would come in at 
Atlantic ports. He is so opposed to anything 
which has the slightest semblance of reciprocity 
that he defeated eight years ago the fine treaty 
with Mexico which was negotiated by Gen. 
Grant. Ifhe had not dealt that treacherous 
blow at the prosperity of his own State the 
quantity of freight carried by the Texan roads 
would be far greater than 1t is. 

It would be a bad thing for Texas were the 
hot-headed Mills to be elected Speaker, for he 
would do all he could, and he would have a 
great deal of power, to block the progress 
of the reciprocity principle. He would 
prevent the passage of any bill designed 
to give Mr. Biaine more power to make ad- 
vantageous bargains with other countries. 
No legislation of any kind tending to promote 
freer reciprocal intercourse between the United 
States 0 ego or any other Latin-Anier- 
ican country, could through Congress wi 
Mills as Speaker. ey vic 

Mills has said that he intended to withdraw 
from the House at the end of his present term. 
The Texans should take him at his word and 
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thus reap an enormous benefit from 
play, the value of which # would be 4ifficult 
to reckon in dollars, .And as Chicago exhib- 
iters will form but @ very small fraction of 
the whole number it goes without saying that 
they will reap but a small share of this ad- 
vantage, which is open to all who attend the 
Fair. 

So far as the gratification of curiosity and 
the mere pleasure of sightseeing are concerned 
the people of this city will simply. share with 
the rest of the Nation, no superiority in that 
respect being conferred by the fact of their 
residence here. The only gain they will have 
to themselves will be in the housing and 
feeding of the visitors, and the profit inci- 
dental to such purchases as may be made at 
the retail stores by those who come here from 
outside. The temporary increase of popula- 
tion will not add anything to our capital be- 
yond the sums expended by the visitors while 
in our midst. This may be admitted to be 
of considerable importance, but, after all, it 
is a mere matter of a few loaves and fishes 
compared with the enormous benefit the Fair 
will be to the exhibiters, visitors, and the car- 
riers who will transport to and from the 
gathering those persons ana their property 
belongings. So it is taking a bat-like view of 
the case to argue that the only benefit will be 
derived by Chicago, which would, therefore, 
be obliged to bear the whole expense of the 
undertaking, and get no credit for doimg so, 


Taz speech made yesterday by Johngon 
Brigham to the Prairie Valley Fair Associa. 
tion of Iowa was a well-digested statement of 
the case of the American farmer. It showed 
that he is doing well as a whole, in spite of 
the assertions of Alliance orators to the con- 
trary, and has before him a prospect which 
compares well with that of other classes in the 
community. He called attention to the ad- 
mitted fact that the bread-eaters of the world 
have inereased 11 per cent in the last decade, 
requiring an annual addition of full y 30,000,000 
bushe the world’s production of wheat and 
rye, while the actual average increase in pro- 
duction is far less than that. In regard to the 
envy of city hfe felt by some in the country 
he said: *‘ The cities are cemeteries for the 
dead hopes of thousands,’’ and alluded to the 
large percentage of merchants who are shown 
by the statistics to fail in business, while the 
farmer is achieving solid progress, if not 
going ahead quite so fast as he would wish. 
He said the worst feature of old-time pioneer 
farm life was isolation, but that is fast disap- 
pearing now with the growth of farm villages 
and the grouping of new homes about our coun- 
try schoolhouses and churches, There is no 
class so favored with winter evening oppor- 
tunity to cultivate the arts that beautify and 
bless or to get at the thoughts of the world’s 
best thinkers. The true farmer’s home is the 
soul and center of all ennobling mfluences in 
the life of the community, and theré is no 
condition in our social state which so much 
enhances a man’s availability in either of the 
two great parties as that of actual ownership 
and occupation of an Iowa farm. One of the 
best points made by ‘the speaker,was that 
about the folly of .the country people who 
think city life is the only one that is enjoy- 
able. Hesaid: “* There is scarcely a man to 
be found in professional, mercantile, or me- 
chanical vocations but. has some dimly-defined 
dream, or recalls some reluctantly-abandoned 
hope, of some day dropping out of his high- 
pressure career and settling down upon a 
farm and—enjoying life.’’

Taz Baltimore American makes a strong, 
earnest, and unanswerable appeal to Con- 
gress to promptly grant the request of the 
managers of the World’s Fair for the five- 
million dollar loan.

Every cent of the appropriation was paid 
back by the latter, and the universal interest in 
the Chicago Exhibition makes it practically cer- 
tain that the loan, if made, will be returned tothe 
Treasury of the United States at the close of the 
Fair.
